impossible  for  the  road  surveyor  to  immediately  pay  the 
laborers  he  employed.  In  order  to  relieve  this  state  of 
affairs,  the  surveyor  instead  of  paying  his  men  with 
money,  was  compelled  to  issue  some  five  or  six  hundred 
small  orders  on  the  selectmen,  these  orders  were  taken 
up  bv  the  several  tradesmen  of  Beilin  and  presented  for 
payment  in  var3'ing  quantities  as  soon  as  enough  funds 
came  into  the  treasury  to  meet  them. 
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The  $497.00  descrepancy  shown  above  is  evidently 
caused  by  the  selectmen  having  mislaid  the  surveyor's 
orders  to  ihrtt  amount.

$1,227.48  of  such  bills  brought  in,  we  also  fiiul  $810.73  outstanding  in 
favor  of  the  town  leaving  a  balance  of  $416.75  unprovided  for,  we  would 
also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  at  the  last  annuil  meeting  you 
omitted  to  provide  for  tiie outstanding  orders  issued  in  1893  amounting  to 
$1,879.20  making  a  total  unprovided  for  of  $2,296.07  which  we  think 
owing  to  the  small  appropriations  allowed  this  board  for  this  fiscal  year, 
should  be  provided  for.
